Time Extension 
is Approved By 
Farm Program 


Cook county farm ers who are co­ 
operating in the 1936 agricultural 
conservation program have been 
granted an extension of tim e from 
Septem ber 30 to October 31 to plow- 
under soybeans, apply limestone 
and adopt other practices for earn ­ 
ing paym ents under the farm pro 
gram . 
Announcement th at all Septem ­ 
ber .30 dates applying to the tim e 
limit for perform ing soil building 
and soil conserving practices had 
been extended to October 31 and 
all October I dates extended to No­ 
vember I, has been received by O. 
G. B arrett, Farm Adviser. 
“ For Cook county farm ers, the 
most im portant practices affected 
by the new’ ruling are the plowing 
under of soybeans as green m anure 
and the spreading of lim estone,” 
B arrett said. 
“E arly in the sum m er it was too 
j dry to plow under soybeans and 
lately it has been too w’et. Similar 
conditions have prevented many 
farm ers from applying limestone 
as a practice for building soil fer­ 
tility and earning soil-building pay­ 
ments. Recognizing this fact, the 
AAA has granted tim e extensions.” 
Cook 
county 
farm ers 
whose 
farm s already have been inspected 
by farm reporters before soybeans 
were plowed under or limestone ap­ 
plied may perform these practices 
and ask the county committee for 
another inspection, Mr. B arrett ex­ 
plained. 
The final date for filing requests 
for inspections or reinspection is 
October 31. However, farm report­ 
ers will have until November 14 to 
complete any inspections or rein­ 
spections not completed by October 
31.

“Hunting accidents account for 65 
per cent of accidental deaths by 
firearms,” D. Melville Carr, director 
of accident prevention and life sav­ 
ing, 
Chicago chapter, 
American 
Red Cross, stated today in a warn­ 
ing against careless handling of 
guns.

“More than 3,000 persons are 
killed annually by firearms acci­ 
dents. This year’s death rate could 
be reduced to a third if hunters 
would only use ordinary precau­ 
tions this fall. 
“Most accidental shootings are 
caused when hunters momentarily 
forget that guns are made to kill. 
It is dangerous for hunters to Pol-, 
low each other under tree limbs or 
through underbrush. The guns may 
be discharged if a limb catches the 
trigger. Dragging a gun through a 
wire fence may fire it, and pulling a 
gun carelessly out of an automo-; 
bile may shoot somebody. A gun 
should be carried with the muzzle 
pointed to the ground and never 
cocked until ready to fire. Never 
use a gun to club 
game out of 
brush. If a shell misfires, wait at 
least a minute before clearing the 
chamber. 
“Duck hunters should be particu­ 
larly careful in entering or leaving 
small boats. If a motor boat or 
outboard is used, safe life preserv-| 
ers should be on board. In case a 
row boat is upset, one should stay 
with the boat, right it, climb in, 
sit on the bottom and hand paddle 
it ashore. 
“Although hunting is an outdoor 
sport, one-fourth of the accidental 
deaths from firearms during the: 
hunting season occur in the home.' 
Hunters, tired after a day in the 
open, often neglect to remove shells 
from a gun. When the shells are i 
removed, frequently they are not 
put away. Serious accidents and 
death result when children play 
with shells or toss them in the fire. I 
Guns resting against a wall are 
knocked 
over 
and 
discharged,) 
wounding a member of the family.) 
When not in use, they should be 
kept under lock and key.” 
These safety hints, Mr. Carr ex-' 
plained, are being called to the at­ 
tention of hunters as part of the* 
Chicago chapter’s program in the j

Reggie, the elephant seal, Ziggie, 
the bull elephant, and other star 
performers at the Chicago Zoologi­ 
cal Park at Brookfield are booked 
as year around attractions and, des­ 
pite seasonal change?, "the" show 
must go on.”

Cataracts 
So many questions have been 
asked about cataracts in the eye 
that I am going to enlighten the 
public in regards to that one aflic- 
tion dreaded by most people past 
the age of 60. 
1. How long does it take for cat­ 
aracts to develop? 
2. W hat are the symptoms? 
o. Is there any hope of seeing! 
again after they are removed? 
The answer to these questions are 
as follows: 
The first, the time required for 
full development varies greatly. A 
cataract may ripen completely in a 
few months or many years may be 
required. At any time in its prog­ 
ress it may become stationary. 
The second. The chief symptom 
of cataract is a gradual decrease of 
\ ision, usually in both eyes, but 
often in one eye before the other. 
Examination shows a cloudiness be­ 
hind tbs pupil, so that in an ad­ 
vanced stage the pupil looks white. 
Rut there is no pain. 
The Third. If the cataract is re-J 
moved by a skilled surgeon, the re-1 
suits are good provided no other j 
discase of the eye is present. In j 
some cases glasses heln the sight a 
great deal. Most people are under I 
the impression that a cataract is a 
thin skin grown over the eye. This 
is all wrong, th? cataract is in the 
eye just behind the pupil. 
It is 
known as the hardening of the crys- 
toline lense, that part that causes 
the magnifying of the objects we 
see and it automatically adjusts it­ 
self to different distances. A thor­ 
ough examination will tell you if 
you have cataracts.
